Of Coat, Revolver Given To State

North Plattc — A buffalo- 


skin coat presented by "Buf- 
falo Bill" In 1913 to one of 
his employees is returning— 
after half a century — to 
Scout's Rest Ranch where It 
will become part of a tour- 
ist display at the famed In- 
dian fighter's old home. 


The coat was one of 13 


made for William F. Cody 
for friends and special guests 
and was the last one present- 
ed. 


Elmer Walter, Broadwater, 


is turning over to the state 
the coat which was present- 
ed to his father who served 
as blacksmith, foreman and 
paymaster at various times 
while working for Cody. 


Arrangements for its "re- 


turn" were made by Ralph 
Craig, Ogallala, State Game 
Commission area manager at 
Lake McConaughy who heard 
of the story. 


Craig and Walter met with 


State Game Commission His- 
torical Supervisor Robert Kil- 
len of Lincoln, who is ovor- 
seeing the Scout's R e s t 
Ranch renovation project, to 
discuss Walter's knowledge 
of the old buffalo hunter and 
make arrangements for t h e 
display. 


Also slated to go on dis- 


play, thanks to Walter, is a 
Smith-Wesson revolver given 
liis father by Cody when his 
father became paymaster for 
Cody's seven ranches in Wy- 
oming. 


Cody closed Scout's Rest 


Ranch and m o v e d to Wy- 
oming, a transfer t h a t re- 
quired shipment of several 
carloads of livestock, Walter 
recalls. His father made a 
trip on horseback to p a y 
Cody's hands in cash twice 
monthly. 


Elmer Walter as a young- 


ster worked at Scout's Rest 
Ranch and his meeting with 
Craig and Killen was 
the 


first time he had returned 
since leaving in 1913. 


He remembered the caves 


of the rcd-and-white striped 
barn which were hard-carved 
to resemble gun stocks. He 
also recalled that Cody used 
to have "half a dozen char- 
iots to break the horses to 
drive." 


Taking a tour in the show 


barn, he pointed out to his 
w i f e and son, Lawrence, 
"Here's where the stallions 
were kept and over here is 
where the show horses were." 


He recalled that one of 


Cody's Wild West Show feats 
— that of shooting g l a s s 
globes with a revolver — was 
done by using shot-loaded 
pellets. Walter said, "T h c 
hired hands decided to play 
a trick on him o n c e and 
tossed up solid glass b a l l s 
which the pellets didn't even 
dent."

Terry

One might question the wisdom of the 


Legislative Council Tax Study Committee 
in establishing a subcommittee on admin- 
istration and enforcement with Sen. Terry 
Carpenter as its chairman. The Scottsbluff 
senator has said he intends to conduct the 
same kind of investigation he did six years 
ago. His efforts of six years ago are not 
hard to recall. The senator did a com- 
mendable job and a fair one and the facts 
he developed were of benefit to the state. 


However, a number of things are in 


the picture in 1963 that were not quite so 
. 
pressing six years ago. 
We d o n ' t remember 
Carpenter's political in- 
^^________, tcntions six years ago 


but it is recalled that 


he might be a candidate for governor in 
1964. It would be a bit unusual if Carpenter 
failed to sec the sounding board lie has as 
chairman of a tux investigating commit- 
tee. It will give him a golden opportunity 
to keep himself before the public. This, 
however, is not the only thing involved. 
There are also laws on the books today 
that were not in existence in 1957. 


These are laws that were passed by 


the last regular session of the Legisla- 
ture and they could go a long way toward 
improving the tax picture in Nebraska. 
These laws place more authority in the 
hands of the administration and* enforce- 
ment of tax laws. They also make it man- 
datory for every county to enter into a re- 
appraisal of its property within a specified 
period of time. 


It is believed that these two changes 


will improve the assessment situation in 
Nebraska and this is where the difficulty 
lies in our existing tax picture. It. of course, 
is not argued that the council study is in- 
tended to examine new sources of tax re- 
venue. 


Thus, the need for additional study at 


this time would seem to be somewhat 
questionable. There is no doubt that Car- 
penter, through his committee, will find a 
lot of things that are wrong. He will find a 
great number of injustices in assessments. 
He will find property in some counties that 
is assessed much lower than it should be 
in comparison with the other property in 
that county. He will found whole counties 
where the total assessment picture is far 
out of balance with the facts of surrounding 
counties. He will even find property, if re- 
ports to this effect are true, that isn't on 
the tax rolls, at all. There arc assessors 
in various parts of the state who have not 
done a good job and situations thai need 
correcting.

These arc the situations, however, (hut 


It is hoped will be corrected us a result of 
laws that arc now new on the books. Car- 
penter's committee will be In operation bo- 
fore there is much of any chuncc for these 
laws to be applied. It Is doubtful that Car- 
penter will uncover much of anything that 
isn't already generally known. Thus, the 
purpose of his subcommittee is somewhat 
hazy. He will probably make dramatic de- 
mands for repeal of tax laws that arc not 
being met and has said that If county as- 
sessors arc not doing their jobs, he will 
recommend that the governor remove one 
of them from office. 


* 
We will, as a result of Carpenter and 


his c o m m i t t e e , have an eventful five 
months in state government but it may or 
may not be wholly constructive. Much, in 
the final analysis, will depend upon Car- 
penter himself and his intentions and then 
the attitude of the Legislature at a later 
date when it is called upon to consider the 
recommendations that come from the lax 
study group. 


If there Is anything more difficult to 


figure out than the tax situation in Ne- 
braska, it is the Farm Bureau. At it's now 
concluded annual meeting in Lincoln, the 
bureau just about covered the entire water- 
front with a great many resolutions that 
went sailing through the convention in such 
a manner as to suggest a well-oiled organ- 
ization. 


The bureau did not confine itself to 


farm matters. It went quite afield from 


what some might con- 
sider its primary inter- 
ests to adopt a rcsolu- 
^^^^^^^^^^^ lion condemning t h e 
- 
United Nations. This, 


and a number of other actions t a k e n , 
cause one to wonder just what are the 
guiding principles behind the organization. 
It also went on record against reclama- 
tion while favoring small watershed de- 
velopments and continued agricultural re- 
search. To our way of thinking, this latter 
situation is a conflicting position that is 
impossible to understand. 


The bureau, of course, also opposed 


federal aid to education and stood in all 
matters on the side of extreme conserva- 
tism. It is a little hard to believe that the 
farmers of Nebraska are really of the kind 
of mind that the Farm Bureau position 
would lead one to suspect. The Farm Bu- 
reau appears to be more opposed to agri- 
culture than most metropolitan interests 
that find farming a way of life with which 
they have little sympathy.

After 30 Years 


Last week an anniversary passed by 


with little if any comment. 


It was the "thirtieth anniversary of the 


resumption of diplomatic relations with 
Russia. Occurring in 1933 at the urging of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt it ended a 16 year 
refusal to recognize the revolutionary Bol- 
shevik regime. The circumstances of rec- 
ognition were not wholly of the heart. It 
was at the bottom of the great depression. 
The prospect of trade was persuasive. But 
there were some who hoped that accept- 
ance of Russia would produce a softening 
of its system and its hostile stance. 


The flood of trade never materialized 


and the 30 years that followed proceeded 
largely in varying degrees of acrimony ex- 
cept for the interlude of World War II 
when a common enemy—Hitler—forced a 
sort of companionship. 


An examination of the past 30 years in- 


dicates no given day when a state of true 
and dependable friendship will come into 


existence. Russia persists most of the time 
in its bad neighbor policy. 


But the years have not been lost. Rus- 


sia has made industrial progress and some 
social progress—cnougli to cause its lead- 
ers to take pause when it comes to war. 
Unlike China, which has little to lose and 
the possibility of winning something out of 
a world calamity, Russia is less and less 
inclined to risk its gains. 


The United States, meantime, has de- 


veloped into the West's strong figure and 
has acquired a firmness which indicates 
maturity in the face of a severe internation- 
al problem. Quite importantly the United 
States has disproved the communist earli- 
er conviction of capitalist decay and demo- 
cratic folly. 


The tension has fostered the rehabili- 


tation of Europe, g i v e n the U.S. a new 
sense of world responsibility. Meantime, 
the evangelism of communism has failed 
to sweep tiie world into its apron. That 
brag is running out of gas. 


New Purchasing Procedure 


State Purchasing Agent Willard Wells 


may be making a lot of trouble for him- 
self but he is doing so with the thought in 
mind of helping the taxpayers of the state. 
He has inaugurated a new system of let- 
ting bids for cars or buying cars for all 
state purposes, including the State Safety 
Patrol. 


Gone out of style is the old method of 


taking the lowest bidder in terms of dol- 
lars. Now, along with price, the state will 
look at such tilings as the appearance of 
the car, maintenance of the car. smooth- 
ness of ride, handling performance and 
trade-in value. 


When all of these factors arc consid- 


ered, the low bidder may or may not get 
the business. In the most recent letting, 
the low bidder failed to get the business 
cither for regular state cars or Safety Pa- 
trol cars because factors other than price 


favored other than the low bidder. 


There is not much doubt that the sys- 


tem will bring about some controversy. 
What auto dealer will grant that any other 
make of car is more trouble-free, better 
looking, better riding and more valuable 
at trade-in time than his own? Obviously, 
no dealer will grant this and will take 
strong exception when the state maintains 
it is .so. 


The change will give greater discretion 


io the state purchasing agent than has been 
the case under the system of low b i d 
awards. But the change has a lot of merit 
nnd can be a good thing for the state if 
the purchasing agent maintains complete 
impartiality. It will be up to the purchas- 
ing agent now to make sure that there is 
never any cause to hold his decisions sus- 
pect. It will be a tougher job for the agent 
but one for which he deserves support.

Well, Here's A Switch! 


When a private study committee set 


forth to devise a more ideal program for 
aiding the elderly in their economic strug- 
gle with illness" there was only a slight 
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ripple of interest. 


But when it came in with its findings 


the results caused a peneral exclamation 
of. "How's that, again?" 


The .surprise stemmed from various 


sources. One was that the committee con- 
tained three individuals who were top fig- 
ures in the Eisenhower administration- 
Republicans. These included Arthur Flcm- 
ming and Marion Folsom, former sec- 
retaries of II.E.W. 


Another was that the program was 


even more generous than that proposed 
by the Kennedy medicare plan. 


A third was that the proposal, like 


medicare, was based on social security. 


The suggested program would provide 


up to 90 days of hospital care and up to 
100 days of nursing care during conva- 
Icsencc. The only deductible would be a $10 
a day charge for the first nine hospital 
days. The proposal also makes provision 
for some patient aid in meeting doctor's 
and drug charges. 


An equally interesting facet would per- 


mit private insurance companies to pool 
their resources in order to provide lower 
cost policies covering doctor and drug bills. 
It is fair to say that this pooling provision 
should be acceptable even if sentiment 
against the rest of the proposal is too strong 
to permit it to live. Private insurance com- 
panies should not be hamstrung by present 
legal restraints that serve no other pur- 
pose than prevent them from meeting the 
health problem of the elderly in the most 
constructive manner. 


WASHINGTON — During 


the height of the Professor 
Barghoorn crisis I had an 
interesting and very frank 
talk with five Russian liter- 
ary men who had just ar- 
rived in Washington. They 
included two of the top edi- 
tors of the Soviet — Nikoli 
Polyanov of Izvcstia. Niko- 
lai Inozcmtsev of Pravda, 
Boris Polevoi, author of war 
novels. Prof. Nikolai Mosto- 
vets. the historian, and Lev 
Bezymensky, editor of the 
New Times, who is the son 
of the famed poet A l e x 
Bezymensky. 


Since Soviet newspapers 


arc part of the government, 
these men spoke with a cer- 
tain 
degree 
of 
authority. 


They also spoke with great 
frankness, apparent 
friend- 


ship and sometimes w i t h 
considerable humor. 


Said author 
Polevoi 
re- 


garding an American news- 
man who had heckled him 
regarding Professor Oarg- 
hnorn: "He was trying to 
make an elephant out of a 
fly and then sell ivory." 


Our conversation ranged 


from Goldwatcr and Rocke- 
feller to Fidel Castro: from 
Berlin to Red China: b u t 
especially how the U n i t e d 
States and Russia could im- 
prove relations. 


Finally the conversation 


got around to peace. 


"After the test ban treaty 


was signed," said e d i t o r 
Inozcmtsev of Pravda. "the 
Russian people thought we 
had launched a very import- 
ant era of b e t t e r under- 
standing. But recently there 
have been incidents; so peo- 


ple arc worried. What can 
be done to get back to bel- 
ter 
understanding 
perma- 


nently?" 


"Now you arc asking me 


to be secretary of state," 1 
sparred. 


"That is exactly right," 


replied the Pravda editor. 


I suggested three things: 


1) A Soviet-American under- 
standing 
regarding 
Cuba; 


2) placing observers of one 
country on the soil of the 
other to prevent surprise at- 
tack: .1) the elimination of 
incidents along the Berlin 
autobiilin. 


"The American people are 


v c r y 
sensitive 
regarding 


Cuba," I explained. "It is 
close to us and we f o u g h t 
one war over it. just as you 
fought a war with Finland 
in 1940. Today C u b a be- 
cause of the hurricane needs 
w h e a t . We have surplus 
wheat. You are getting tired 
of giving aid to Cuba. Be- 
sides, Castro is not v e r y 
grateful. He is flirting with 
China. If it were not f o r 
the temperament of Castro 
we could probably resume* 
our friendship with the Cu- 
ban people through hurri- 
cane relief." 


The editor of Pravda said 


that when C a s t r o was in 
Moscow last May he h n tl 
talked with him and t h a t 
Castro had made it clear he 
must reestablish cooperation 
with the United Slates. Mr. 
Inozcmtscv volunteered this 
information by way of sug- 
gesting Castro m i g h t he 
easier to get along with than 
I thought.

We arc proud of all this, and 
have left it behind only for a 
while, for we will never re- 
nounce it. 


Our being established here

Our 
first difficulties were s o o n 
compensated by the kindness 
and the tolerance of all here. 
The material losses were 
quickly made up for by mul- 
tiple aid. our affections were 
replaced with new and sin- 
cere friendships, our difficul- 
ties with the language have 
been borne and tolerated. 


The government of t h e 


state of Nebraska has con- 
tributed greatly, with many 
of the Cuban exiles earning 
their sustenance in state in- 
stitutions. Places such as the 
State Penitentiary, the State 
Hospital and the university 
have represented the p o o d 
will of the people by offering 
us the chance to work. 


The Catholic Social Service 


Bureau under Father Tuchek 
has been more than a help: 
it has been a refuge for all 
Cuban exiles. The hospitals 
and stores have been very 
kind and generous toward us. 


The Cubans will r e g a i n 


their liberty because we will 
not be resigned to live with- 
out it, and we will n o t 
scrimp in efforts to regain 
it nnd soon we will be free 
again. When this happens, al- 
most ail of us will return to 
Cuba again to comply with

Special Session 


Lincoln, Neb. 


The special session of the 


Nebraska 
Legislature h a s 


been in session since Octo- 
ber 21. Of its grist of bills, 
at least lour are described 
as unconstitutional. The Leg- 
islature is grappling with a 
very tough problem, the fix- 
ing of interest rates, which 
restricts the freedom of con- 
tract. This is a very touchy 
matter. 


It was Abraham Lincoln 


who at Gettysburg 100 years 
ago on November 19 read 
the immortal passage: "Our 
fathers brought forth on this 
continent a new nation con- 
ceived in liberty and dedicat- 
ed to the proposition that all 
men are created equal." Sel- 
dom do his readers perceive 
that in this passage are cou- 
pled the principles of the 
great conflicts of human so- 
ciety. 
Liberty or 
freedom 


pitted against the urge for 
human equality. How much 
freedom can man have be- 
fore the strong and the am- 
bitious will destroy all sem- 
blance of equality and even 
freedom itself for a large 
part of the human race? 


Full freedom of contract is 


curbed by volumes of laws 
and enactments at every lev- 
el of government. The nine 
per cent usury limitation in 
Nebraska is above the more 
common state limitation of 
six to eight per cent, but it 
is not the highest. Many in- 
terested parties want t h e 
freedom of contract expand- 
ed to permit much higher 
rates for small loans even 
up to -18 per cent. Yet this 
freedom has not attracted 
the mobile elements of the 
nation. 


It would seem that Nebras- 


ka would do well to keep its 
interest rate low and simple 
and require the contracts to 
show unmistakably and ob- 
viously what rate of interest 
is provided. 


The unfortunates who can- 


not obtain credit except for 
confiscatory 
interest rates 


(anything above 12 per cent) 
will only further 
damage 


themselves by entering into 
such contracts. The Legisla- 
ture will serve the state best 
by protecting them.

One might q u estion the wisd om of the 
legisla tiv e Cou ncil Tax Stu d y Committee 
in establishing a su bcommittee on ad m in­ 
istratio n and enforcement with Sen, Terry 
Carpenter as its chairm an. The Scottsblu tf 
senato r has said he intend s to cond u ct the 
same kind of inv estigation he d id six y ears 
ago . His efforts of six y ears ago are not 
hard to recall. The senator d id a com ­ 
mendable job and a fair one and the facts 
he dev elo ped were of benefit to the state. 
Howev er, a nu m ber of things are in 
the p ictu re in 19 6 3 that were not q u ite so 
____________ 
p ressing six y ears ago. 
We d o n ’ t rem em ber 
C arp enter's p olitical in* 
tend ons six y ears ago 
bu t it Is recalled that 
he m ight be a cand id ate for gov ernor in 
19 6 4. It wou ld be a bit u nu su al if Carp enter 
failed to see the sou nd ing board he has as 
chairm an of a tax inv estigating com m it­ 
tee. It will giv e him a gold en op p ortu nity 
to keep himself before the p u blic. This, 
howev er, is not the only thing inv olv ed . 
T here are also laws on the book s tod ay 
that were not in ex istence in 19 57. 
These are laws that were passed by 
the last regular sessio n o f the le g isla ­ 
ture and they co uld go a lo ng way to ward 
impro v ing the tax picture in Nebraska. 
These laws place mo re autho rity in the 
hands o f the administratio n and enfo rce­ 
ment o f tax laws. They also make it ma n­ 
dato ry fo r ev ery co unty to enter into a re­ 
appraisal o f its pro perty within a specified 
perio d o f time. 
It is believ ed that these two changes 
will imp rov e the assessm ent situ ation in 
N ebrask a and this is where the d ifficu lty 
lies in ou r ex isting tax p ictu re. It. of cou rse, 
is not argu ed that the cou ncil stu d y is in­ 
tend ed to ex amine new' sou rces of tax re­ 
v enu e. 
★ 
Thu s, the need for ad d itional stu d y at 
this time wou ld seem to be somewhat 
q u estionable. There is no d ou bt that C ar­ 
p enter. throu gh his committee, will find a 
lot o f things that are wrong. He will find a 
great nu m ber of inju stices in assessments. 
He will find p rop erty in some cou nties that 
is assessed mu ch lower than it shou ld be 
In comp arison with the other p rop erty in 
that cou nty . He will fou nd whole cou nties 
where the total assessm ent p ictu re is far 
ou t of balance with the facts of su rrou nd ing 
cou nties. He will ev en find p rop erty , if re ­ 
p orts to this effect are tru e, that isn’t on 
the tax rolls, at all. There are assessors 
in v ariou s p arts of the state who hav e not 
d one a good job and situ ations that need 
correcting.

These are the situatio ns, ho we\er, that 
it is ho ped will be co rrected as a result o f 
laws that are no w new o n the bo o ks. Car­ 
penter's co mmittee will he in o peratio n be­ 
fo re there is much o f any chance fo r these 
laws to be applied. It is do ubtful that Car­ 
penter will unco v er much o f any thing that 
isn’t already generally kno wn. Thus, the 
purpo se o f his subco mmittee is so mewhat 
hazy , lie will pro bably make dramatic de­ 
mands fo r repeal o f tax laws that are no t 
being met and has said that If co unty as­ 
sesso rs are no t do ing their jo bs, he will 
reco mmend that the go v erno r remo v e o ne 
o f them fro m o ffice.

We will, as a resu lt of Carp enter and 
his c o m m i t t e e , hav e an ev entfu l fiv e 
months in state gov ernment bu t it m ay or 
may not be wholly constru ctiv e. Mu ch, in 
the final analy sis, will d ep end u p on C ar­ 
p enter himself and his intentions and then 
the attitu d e of the Legislatu re at a later 
d ate when it is called u p on to consid er the 
recommend ations that come from the tax 
stu d y grou p . 
If there is any thing mo re difficult to 
figure o ut than the tax situatio n in Ne­ 
braska. it is the Farm Bureau. At it’s no w 
co ncluded annual meeting in Linco ln, the 
bureau just abo ut co v ered the entire water­ 
fro nt with a great many reso lutio ns that 
went sailing thro ugh the co nv entio n in such 
a manner as to suggest a well-o iled o rgan­ 
izatio n.

The bu reau , of cou rse, also op p osed 
fed eral aid to ed u cation and stood in all 
m atters on the sid e of ex trem e conserv a­ 
tism. It is a little hard to believ e that the 
farm ers of Nebrask a are really of the k ind 
of mind that the F a rm Bu reau p osition 
wou ld lead one to su sp ect. The F arm Bu ­ 
reau ap p ears to be more op p osed to agri­ 
cu ltu re than most metrop olitan interests 
that find farm ing a way of life with which 
they hav e little sy mp athy . 


Outside Rural 
Realms 


After 30 Years 


Last week an anniv ersary p assed by 
with little if any comment. 
It was the'thirtieth anniv ersary of the 
resu mp tion of d ip lomatic relations with 
Russia. Occu rring in 19 33 at the u rging of 
Franklin D. Roosev elt it end ed a 16 y ear 
refusal to recognize the rev olu tionary Bol­ 
shev ik regime. The circu m stances of rec­ 
ognition were not wholly of the heart. It 
wa s at the bottom of the great d ep ression. 
The p rosp ect of trad e was p ersu asiv e. Bu t 
there were some who hop ed that accep t­ 
ance o f Ru ssia wou ld p rod u ce a softening 
of its sy stem and its hostile stance. 
The flood of trad e nev er materialized 
and the 30 y ears that followed p roceed ed 
largely in v ary ing d egrees of acrimony ex ­ 
cep t for the interlu d e of W o r l d W ar II 
w'hen a common enem y —Hitler—forced a 
sort of comp anionship . 
.An ex amination of the p ast 30 y ears in­ 
d icates no giv en d ay when a state of tru e 
and d ep end able friend ship will come into 


ex istence. Ru ssia p ersists most of the time 
in its bad neighbor p olicy . 
Bu t the y ears hav e not been lost. Ru s­ 
sia has mad e ind u strial p rogress and some 
social p rogress—enou gh to cau se its lead ­ 
ers to tak e p au se when it comes to war. 
Unlik e China, which has little to lose and 
the p ossibility of winning something ou t of 
a world calamity , Ru ssia is less and less 
inclined to risk its gains. 
The United States, meantime, has d e­ 
v elop ed into the West’s strong figu re and 
lias acq u ired a firmness which ind icates 
m atu rity in the face of a sev ere internation­ 
al p roblem. Qu ite imp ortantly the United 
States has d isp rov ed the commu nist earli­ 
er conv iction of cap italist d ecay and d emo­ 
cratic folly . 
The tension has fostered the rehabili­ 
tation of Eu rop e, g i v e n the U.S. a new 
sense of world resp onsibility . 
Meantime, 
the ev angelism of com m u nism has failed 
to sweep the world into its ap ron. That 
brag is ru nning ou t of gas.

Leukemia Cure Works On Mice 


Chicago W) — A government 


researcher reported Thurs- 
day the first cure of cancer- 
related acute leukemia in ex- 
perimental animals by com- 
bined treatment with chemi- 
cals and radiation. 


Dr. Ralph E. Johnson, sen- 


ior investigator at the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute, Bcthcsda, 
Md., said he effected cures 
In 70% of a group of mice 
g i v e n leukemla-suprcssing 
drugs and then irradiated in 
the brain and along the spinal 
column. 


"If as indicated by experi- 


mental and clinical exper- 
ience the central nervous sys- 
tem is indeed in some pa- 
tients the only reservoir of 
the last few remaining leuk- 
emia cells following remis- 
sion induction with chemo- 
therapy, 
the 
possibility of 


cure in acute leukemia exists 
today by means of the com- 
bined approach," he said. 


No Cure 


So far there is no known 


cure for the blood disease, 
which strikes children prin- 
cipally. The American 
Can- 


cer Society estimates there 
will be 17,000 new leukemia 
victims next year, with 14,000 
deaths. 
, 


Dr. Johnson sold, in an In- 


terview and talk at a con- 
vention of the Radiological 
Society of North America, 
that the combined treatment 
has been started on a f e w 
human patients In the last 
few weeks. He said they have 
suffered no undue ill effects. 


Leukemia is a 
cancerous 


condition of the blood-produc- 
ing organs, and can be ar- 
rested for a few months up 
to three years with such drugs 
as the steroids and o t h e r 
powerful chemicals. 


Inevitable 


However, recurrence is in- 


evitable and the patient dies. 


Dr. Johnson said autopsies 


have shown that some leuk- 


emia victims have residual 
Icukcmlc cells In their brains 
and central nervous systems 
even though t h e y had no 
symptoms of such localized 
Involvement. 


He said he started his re- 


search six months ago be- 
cause of evidence that louk- 
einic cells arc found in the 
central nervous system and 
because it is known the so- 
called "blood-brain barrier" 
blocks the admission of chem- 
icals to the central nervous 
system. 


Premise 


"The study was undertaken 


on the premise that relapses, 
which follow clinical remis- 
sion in many instances, may 
be the result of repopulation 
of the bone marrow by leuk- 
emia cells sequestered in the 
central nervous system," he 
said. 


Johnson said the exact ac- 


tion of the X-rays and other 
radiation is not known but 


thut there apparently Is de- 
struction of cunccr-Ilkc cells. 


The mice were irradiated 


on their heads and spine, the 
rest of their bodies being 
shielded by lead. 


10 Days 


After being Inoculated with 


Icukcmlc cells similar to those 
causing clinical leukemia in 
humans, all untreated mice 
died within 10 days. 


He said when the mice were 


given radiation alone they still 
died within 10 days. 


When 
leukemia 
arresting 


drugs 
were 
administered 


alone, he said, the mice had 
a median survival time of 
14 days. 


But when mice received 


both the drugs and radiation, 
he said, 70% of them lived 
longer than 60 days. 


Because of their relative 


short life span, a 60-day com- 
plete remission period in mice 
is regarded as a cure. This 
corresponds to a 
five-year 


cancer cure in humans.

a notable luck of demand for 


silver dollars, although innny 
westerners never seemed to 
mind the extra weight In their 
pockets. 


The Treasury now has al- 


most 42 million of the round 
dollars, compared to about 
03 million at the start of the 
year. In contrast to this 
year's outflow of 50 million 
coins, the amount reaching 
the public averaged only 25 
million annually in the pre- 
vious five years. 


Price Rise 


Much of the increased in- 


terest in the silver dollar un- 
doubtedly is due to silver's 
rise a 40-year high of $1.29 
an ounce.

The mints at Denver and

Washington WV—Senate pass-

The vote was 50 to 26 after 


Semite Democrats defeated 
44 to 35 a Republican-led ef- 
fort to hold the new ceiling at 
$313.4 billion. On passage 39 
Democrats were joined by 11 
Republicans, with opponents 
equally divided at 13 Demo- 
crats and 13 Republicans. 


One of the Democratic op- 


ponents of the bill was Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, 
chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. He voted against it, 
he said, "As an indication of 
my opposition to the new 
dangerous fiscal policy now 
being taken by the admini- 
stration." 


"The policy calls for federal 


tax reduction and increased 
federal expenditures at the 
same time, with planned defi- 
cits throughout the foresee- 


able future," the Virginian 
said.

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Saturday Victory May Touch Off Wild Celebration

Major sports victories traditionally have been reason 


enough for wild celebrations wherever the win occurs. 


And Nebraska is no exception. A win for the Corn- 


huskcrs Saturday could touch off celebrations to match 
those seen in Milwaukee when the Braves won their first 
National League pennant or In Green Buy when the Pack- 
era won the National Football League championship a 
year ago or in any other city where u major sports 
crown has been won. 


The Lincoln Police Department is making advance 


preparations with an eye to a Husker victory. 
Police 


Chief Joe Carroll said Thursday. 


"We are adding men to "our regular Saturday night 


shift," Carroll noted, "And we are co-ordinating our ef- 
forts with the University of Nebraska police." 


Carroll said city police would not interfere with or- 


derly demonstrations and in fact would try to aid those 
demonstrators. 


"We will be as jubilant over a Nebraska victory as 


anyone," Carroll said. "Any normal celebration we will 
try to help with. If the band and students want to parade 
through the streets we will help clear traffic for them." 


The Lincoln police chief noted, however, that police 


would crack down if Individual rights arc violated. 


"Our hope is that those celebrating a victory have re- 


spect for the rights and property of others," Carroll said. 


Those looking for a place to wet their throats if the 


victory should come may have to make more than one 
stop since many of the city's taverns reportedly are con- 
sidering closing should the Huskcrs win. 


The reason for the closing of such establishments is 


based on a fear of what wild-eyed Husker rooters might 
do In their exuberant uprisings. 


For the students on the C'ornhuskcr campus where 


spirit has been running ut a fever-pitch all week there 
may be a slight conflict of interest between celebrating 
and attending the annual Kosmct Klub show. 


Campus bookies arc betting against the Kosmct Klub 


show. 


Most NU students now on the campus were not 


around the last time Husker backers had cause for a 
major celebration, that also coming after an NU win over 
Oklahoma. 


That 25-21 win over the Sooncrs in the 1959 Home- 


coming Game brought a victory holiday from classes on 
Monday for NU students, only the third such 
victory 


holiday in 40 years. 


Husker students have won holidays from classes be- 


cause of an athletic victory only three times since the 
early 1920s. NU students were given a day off when the 
Scarlet and Cream topped Notre Dame in 1924. 


But announcements were made in University dormi- 


tory dining halls Thursday night that there would be no 
classes cither Monday or Tuesday if the Scarlet and Cream 
gridders arc victorious. 


Dormitory counsellors who made the announcements 


refused to disclose the source of the decision other than to 
say the word came from responsible administration per- 
sonnel. 


Regardless of which stand the University administration 


takes, many individual professors have already called off 
classes Monday and others have done so with the "If the 
Huskurs win" clause. 


Nebraska victory celebrations in the last three ma- 


jor athletic conquests pulled off by the Huskers have 
been reasonably orderly. The three major causes for cele- 
brations in recent years would be the basketball wins 
over Kansas and Kansas State in 1958 when the Jayhawk 
State duo were rated one-two in the nation and the 1959 
football win over Oklahoma
